Completion of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad Line. 


A Great Event Celebrated Yesterday—Brief 
History ef the Colossal Enterprise— 
The Country Traversea by the 

| Koad, and its Resources. — | 


A notable event was celebrated in 
the wilds of the Northwest yesterday 
in the presence of hundreds of distin- 

uished. persons from Europe and 
America. The opening of another 
transcontinental line of railroad—the 
Northern Pacific—is an event of so 
great importance, not only to this coast 
but to the whole Union, that it justi- 
fies an extended reference in these col- 
umns to the colossal work, its incep- 
tion, history, progress, struggles ani 
final triumphant completion. The 
facts given in this article are from an 
authoritative’source, andif the North- 
ern Pacific’s best foot is put forward 
by its historian, the act will not be cen- 
sured in the presence of the consum- 
mation of this grand enterprise, which 
is destined to have so far-reaching an 
effect upon industrial, commercial and 
transportation interests. 


Although the first projected rail- 
road line across’ the continent to 
the Pacific Coast, the Northern Pa- 
cificis the last to be completed. As 
long ago as 1835 the project of build- 
ing arailroad from New York City 
to the mouth of the Columbia River 
was discussed in the newspapers. In 
1845, Asa Whitney, a New York mer- 
ehant, proposed to Congress to build 
a railroad from the head of Lake Mich- 
igan to the mouth of the Columbia, in 
case it would give hima land grant, 
60 miles in width, for the whole length 
of the line. This plan was em- 
bodied in a bill which was before 
Congress for a uumber of years, and 
in 1853 came near passing. Whitney 
may fairly be regarded as the father 
of the Northern Pacific enterprise. He 
traversed the country from Maine to 
Louisiana, addressing public meet- 
ings,and legislative bodies, and 
spent his entire fortune in the work. 
’ In 1853 the government made sur- 
veys of five routes to the Pacific. 
The Northern route was surveyed 
by an expedition under Isaac I. Ste- 
vens, Governor of Washington Ter- 
ritory, who had, been a regular army 
eflicer.. His report was very fav- 
orable, showing that the moufitain 
passes were lower than in anv 
other portion of the Rocky Moun- 
tain system, the line entirely practica- 
ble, the grades moderate, and the win- 
ter climate of the country much mild- 
er than had generally been supposed. 

When the Union and Centrai Pacific 
Companies were chartered in 1862, a 
strong effort was made to obtain a 
It 
failed at the time, but was revived in 
1864,when the Union and Central Com- 
panies were before Congress asking for 
legislation, subordinating the Govern- 
ment lien to their first mortgages. 

It was Josiah Perham who finally 
succeeded in getting the charter. This 
was in 1864, and the charter was 
coupled with a land grant double in 
area-that given to the ‘/nion and Cen- 
tral Pacific Companies, embracing al- 
ternate sections for twenty miles on 
each side of the road in the States, and 
forty miles in the territories, with an 
additional ten miles on each side as an 
indemnity limit, within which lands 
may be selected to compensate for 

those taken by settlers inside of the 
original grant. Perham _ struggled 


. to make the enterprise a success, 


but failed. ‘The obstacle in the way, 
beside the tendency in the public 
mind to regard the northern belt of 
States and Territories as a semi-arctic 
‘region, was chiefly a clause which Per- 
ham himself had inserted in the char- 
ter, and which prohibited the company 
from mortgaging its road or land 
grants, or issuing bonds. Perham’s 
idea was that one hundred millions of 
the stock of the company would at 
once be taken by popular subscrip- 
tions. He finally, in December, 1865, 
turned over the franchise to a syndicate 
of New England capitalists, and died 
in 1868, without having seen a spade- 


- ful of earth turned! in the prosecution 


of the enterprise for whieh he had ob- 
tained from Congress a grant of land 
greater in extent than many of the 


kingdoms of Europe. 


THE JAY COOKE LOAN. 


No progress was made towards com-

| means to popularize them which he 


had successfully employed in selling 
the great war loans of the United 
States Government. In two years’ 
time, beginning in the spring of 1870, 
he sold about $30,000,000 of bonds. 
In 1870, with the means supplied by 
him, the company began to build its 
line, commencing work at Thompson 
Junction, twenty-three miles west of 
Duluth. Jay Cooke was then building 
a line from St. Paul to Duluth and the 
Northern Pacific bought a half interest 
in the twenty-three miles from its 
junction to Duluth. Duluth was an 
obscure hamlet in the forest, inhabited 
by perhaps a hundred people. It had 


‘no harbor, but a good one was ob- 


tained By cuttimg’a canal across a long, 
narrow sandbank enclosing the Bay of 
Superior. Construction was also begun, 
in the same year, on the extreme west- 
ern division of the road, running from 
the Columbia River at Kalama north- 
ward to Puget Sound. In 1871 the 
the road was finished across Minnesota 
to the Red River of the North, and in 
1872-3 it was built as far as the Mis- 
souri River, where a town was laid out 


‘}and named Bismarck. On the Pacific 


side 105 miles of road, between the Co- 
lumbia. River and Puget Sound, were 
completed by the fall of 1873, and a 
terminal city laid out in a dense fir 
forest, on the Sound, and named Ta- 
coma. | 


BANKRUPTCY AND REORGANIZATION. 


The panic of 1878 destroyed the 
banking house of Jay Cuoke & Co., and 
paralyzed, for the time, the Northern 
Pacific enterprise. The company was 
left with a bonded debt of about $30, 
000,000, drawing interest at the high 
rate of 7 3-10 per cent., and with a 
considerable floating debt. 

The earnings on its completed divis- 
ion were barely sufficient to pay oper- 
ating expenses. The country travers- 
ed hy its line had scarcely begun to 
attract settlers. President Smith re- 
signed and was succeeced by General 
George W. Cass, and he, in turn, by 
Charles B. Wright, of Philadelphia. 
Nothing could be done for a time but 
to persuade the creditors of the com- 
pany not to press their claims, and to 
wait for the storm to blow over. In 
1875, however, the finances of the 
company were re-organized in a very 
successful manner. The bondholders 
agreed to take preferred stock in lieu 
of their bonds, and the directors put 
the company through a bankruptcy 
court.in an expeditious and inexpen- 
sive manner, fighting off all the sharks 
and railroad wreckers that hang about 
great corporations in disiress. The 
success of this achievement was large- 
ly due to the Hon. Frederick Billings, 
of Vermont, who afterwards became 
president. During Mr. Wright’s ad- 
ministration, which lasted from 1875 
to 1879, the company managed to pay 
off its floating debt, and to operate 
the completed portions of its road, so 
as to gradually accumulate a little sur- 
plus over running expenses. 

It also built thirty miles of road on 
the Pacific Coast, from Tacoma to the 
extensive coal field on the western side 
of the Cascade Mountains. Mr. Cass 
and Mr. Cheney, two of the Directors, 
opened wheat farms in the Red River 
Valley ot the North, which demon- 
strated that the region was peculiarly 
adapted for wheat -culture. Settlers 
began to come into Northwestern Min- 
nesota and Northern Dakota along the 
line of the road; new towns sprang up, 
and with this influx of population, the 
affairs of the Northern Pacific wore, 
year by year, a brighter look. 

WORK BEGUN AGAIN. 

In 1879 the company had so far re- 
covered its credit that it was able to 
borrow money to resume construction 
operations on a large scale. It began 
to buiid from the Missouri river west- 
ward, and from the Columbia river, 
in eastern Washington Territory, near 
the junction of the Snake river, north- 
eastwardly toward Lake Pend: d’O- 
reille, in northern Idaho. The com- 
pany did not feel strong enough to 
put forth any financial scheme for 
completing the entire road, but: only 
asked for money enough to build two 
divisions, which it mortgaged sepa- 
arately, with land grants attaching to 
them. In 1880, after Mr. Billings had 
succeeded to the presidency, negotia- 
tions were completed with a syndi- 
cate of bankers, including the New 
York houses of Winslow, Lanier & 
Co., Drexel, Morgan & Co. and August 
Belmont & Co., and the London house 
of J. S. Morgan & Co., by which a 
loan of $40,000,000 was placed during 
that and the two following years, agd 
money thus secured for completing 
road across Montana and filling#the 
gap in the track, which then amounted 
to over 800 mules. ;

When it is remembered 
road from destruction when once com-|that the aggregate liabilities of the 
pleted. : Union andCentral Pacific lines, in the 
There are two great tunnels on the|form of bonded debt, including the 


line: one at the Bozeman Pass, in the 
Belt Mountains; and the other at the 
Mullan Pass, in the main division of 
the Rocky Mountains. The former 
is 3,600 feet long, and the latter 3,850 
feet. The highest summit passed at 
any point ou the line is in the Boze- 
man Tunnel, which is 5,565 feet above 
the sea level. The Mullan Tunnel has 
a slightly less altitude, being 5,548 
feet above thesea. Steep grade sur- 
face lines were built over both of these 
passes to facilitate construction dur- 
ing the opening of the tunnels, neither 
of which has yet been completed. 
These overhead lines have a grade of 
220 feet to the mile. A third and low- 
er range is crossed between the 
leys of the Missoula and the Jocko, 
in Western Montana, where the eleva- 
tion at the summit is 3,925 feet. In 
crossing these three mountain divides 
a grade of 116 feet to the mile is 
adopted; that being the highest grade 
used on the Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
road, and the one prescribed by Con- 
gress as the limit for the Northern 
Pacific. The sum of these maximum 
mountain grades ascending and de- 
scending, is abont thirty miles; on 
all other portions of the Northern 
Pacific line, the maximum grade does 
not exceed fifty-two feet tothe mile, 
and this is only necessary at a few 
points and for short distances. Rc- 
garded as a whole the line is a prairie 
and valley line, its grades being so 
low that it is comparatively an inex- 
pensive road to operate.

Both these 
bridges are built upon stone piers, 
with superstructures of iron and steel. 
The Yellowstone River is crossed three 
times, the upper Missouri once, and 
the Clarke’s Fork of the Columbia 
three timcs, by Howe truss bridges. 
Other interesting features of construc- 
tion are the two long pile bridges 
across the arms of Lake Pend d’ Oreille, 
each about a mile in length; and the 
great Marent Gulch trestle in the Cor- 
iacan Defile, which has a height of 
226 feet. 

TERMINAL CITIES AND PORTS. 


The principal eastern terminus of 
the Northern Pacific system 1s at the 
twin-cities of St. Paul and Minneapolis. 
In the latter the company has a large, 
handsome building for its general of- 
fices, and there it has three trunk line 
eonnections with Chicago. The road 
has twoterminal lake ports at the 
head of Lake Superior, Duluth and 
Superior, each of which has an _ excel- 
lent harbor. The construction of the 
Wisconsin Division, eastward from 
Superior, now in progress, will soon 
afford a third lake harbor, at Ashland. 
At its western end the road reaches 
the tide-water of the Pacific at Port- 
land, Oregon, and also at Puget 
Sound. Ocean steamers and _ sailing 
ships of the largest size go up the Col- 
umbia and the Willamette to the 
wharves of Portland, while Puget 
Sound is allan immense harbor, be- 
ing a deep land-locked sea, 150 miles 
long, with a width of from five to 
twenty-five miles.

THE NORTHERN PACIFIC COUNTRY.

Commencing at the head of Lake 


Superior, and going westward, the 
following brief survey will give a 
general idea of the main features of 
the country traversed by the Northern 
Pacific Railroad. 
For the first 150 miles, the country 
is almost an unbroken forest, furnish- 
ing, however, a valuable lumber trafiic. 
Then the lake and park region of west- 
ern Minnesota, a beautiful agricultural 
country, is traversed, and afterwards 
the Valley of the Red River of the 
Nofth, which is a level and exceed- 
ingly rich prairie, about forty miles 
wide. Farther west, the country isa 
rolling, treeless prairie as far as the Bad 
Lands, which lie on the extreme west-. 
ern boundary of Dakota, a distance of 
about 350 miles.- Almost the entire 
area of Dakota is valuable for agricul- 
ture, its great staple being wheat. 
The Bad Lands are a singular, broken

Manufacturing-Men end Establish- 


ments of Los Angeles. 


Brief Sketches of Loeal Industries—Growth 
During the Present Year—Uapacity, 
Output and Prospects—First 
‘Paper. 


The main dependence of the city of 
Los Angeles at present is upon her man- 
ufacturing industries. Building may 
cease and travel decrease, but the large 
area of ‘country through which the rail- 
roads centering in this city pass must 
be continually supplied with a thousand 
and one articles—the product of our 


every good citizen, and to this end the 
Trmes, for the second time the present 
year, presents a list of the principal 
manufactories of the city, with a brief 
account of the progress they have made 
and the outlook for the future. 

“ LOS ANGELES CRACKER COMPANY. 
The Los Angeles Cracker Company 


cakes in this city last April. The firm 
consists of four members, all familiar 
with the process of cracker making. 
The enterprise has been reasonably suc- 
cessful, and were it not for a foolish 
prejudice which many people have 
against home-manufactured goods, 
would have proved all that the proprie- 
tors could desire. The crackers made 
are equal to the best manufactured any- 
where, are packed in cases, and full 
weight guaranteed. Besides soda crack- 
ers, the firm manufactures cakes of eve- 
ry description, nick-nacks, etc. Five 
hands are regularly employed, and the 
proprietors also give their personal at- 
tention to the business. As this estab- 
lishment is one of the most important 
of our local industries, and is emphati- 
cally a home institution, it is deserving 
of the cordial support of our people. 
FLOUR AND FEED MILLS. 

The Los Angeles Flouring Mills 
were first opened in 1878. The buila- 
ing- is a substantial brick structure, 
60 by 140 feet, three stories in hight 
besides the basement. In addition to 
the mill there are three frame build- 
ings, all connected, of the following di- 
mensions: 200 by 40, 160x60, and 40 by 
80 feet. The mill has’ eight ‘miil 
stones, with a capacity of 300 bar- 
rels every twenty-four hours. Eighteen 
hands are steadily employed, including 
tl rae millers. Since the commencement 
of operations in 1878, the company 
have raised enough wheat on their owh 
ranch in San Fernando to supply 


the mill and also furnish a large 
surplus each year for shipment to 
Europe. The crop has ranged from 


100,000 to 200,000 centals per year. 
The crop this year on the San 
Fernando ranch, where the whbat farms 
of the conrpany are located, has: 
been fully equal to that of preced- 
ing years, notwithstanding expectations 
to the contrary earlier in the season. 
Every dav long trains of prairie schoon- 
ers may be seen in front of the mil 
loaded with wheat to their utmost capac- 
ity. The flour made by the company 
is exported to almost all points on 
the Southern transcontinental railroad, 
and the exports last year amounted to 
45,000 barrels. 

The Capitol Flouring Mills,started on 
Aliso street in 1872 by Messrs. Deming, 
Palmer & Co., and removed in 1879 to 
Alameda street, near the junction of 
Main, were sold last May to a company, 
Jacob Loew, a well Known capitalist, be- 
ing the head of the concern. The capac- 
ity of the mills is 1V0 barrels every twen- 
| ty-four hours. About 30,000 barrels 
of flour per annum are manufactured. 

Messrs. Hills & Carr opened a feed 
mill on Alameda street about the first 
of this year. Five hands are employed 
and a large amount of corn and barley 
ground and put up for the market. 


LOS ANGELES PORK PACKING COMPANY. 


An extensive accountof the operations 
of this well known establishment is 
hardly necessary at the present time as 
it is about to change base and open an 
extensive factory near Florence. The 
firm commenced business on Aliso 
street in 1878, under the title of Speedy 
& Co.,but the accamodations proving in- 
sufficient they removed to East Los 
Angeles where they erected large build- 
ings. The nameof the firm was chang- 
ed to ‘‘The Los Angeles Packing Com- 
pany’ and has found a good market for 
every ounce of material put up. The 
hams, bacon and lard of the Company 
have attained an excellent reputation 
and last year they killed and put up 14,- 
000 hogs, for which $170,000 had been 
paid. [tissafeto say that at the ex- 
tensive works of the Company at Flor- 
ence the business will soon double. 
The enterprise is one that is especially 
valuable to farmers for it gives them a 
ready market for every hog they can 
raise. 


ITALIAN PASTE FACTORY. 


The Italian Paste Factory was opened 
at Nos. 161, 163 and 165 Upper Main 
street, three weeks ago. The proprie- 
tors, Messrs. Garibaldi & Perelli, are 
both practical men and have put up a 
neat and commodious building and fitted 
it up with the latest improved machin- 
ery run by steam power. As the factory 
has been started but a short time, its 
capacity can hardly be fairly stated yet, 
but it is evident that it will be able to 
fully supply the demands of the South- 
ern California market. The firm turns 
out large quantities of macaroni, vermi- 
celli and fancy paste for all of which 
there is aready demand. The call for 
this class of goods comes mainly from 
the hotels and at present, 
but there is a growing demand for paste 
goods among private families. The rapid 
growth in the business of this new local 
industry speakes volumes for the open- 
ing for manufactroies in this section. 


WELL AND WATER PIPE. 


The manufacture of well and water 
pipe is an industry which is steadily 
growing in Los Angeles county. Even- 
tually water for irrigation in this section 
-of country must all be carried in pipes 
andthe work of manufacturing them 
will supply employment for first-class 
workmen for a long time yet to come. 
Mr. J. F. Holbrook, whose large estab- 
lishment on Requena street has been in 
operation nearly nine years, has met 
with extraordinary success in this line 
of manufacturing. He.is steadily em- 
ploying ten men and has contracts at 
present for several miles of pipe for 
land companies in the vicinity of Los 
Angeles. His orders for both well and 
water pipe come from every portion of 
Southern California, and his business 
bas grown beyond his most sanguine 
expectations.
